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DOMESTIC RATES of postage apply on matter for the United States, Alaska, 
Republic of Panama, Canal Zone, Hawaii, the Philippines, Porto Rico and other Island 
Possessions. 


Domestic mail matter is divided into four classes as follows: 


FIRST CLASS—Letters and all other written matter, sealed or unsealed, and all matter 
sealed or otherwise closed against inspection; 2 cents each ounce or fraction thereof. 
Limit of weight four pounds. Postal cards 1 cent each. Drop letters at non-carrier 
offices 1 cent each ounce or fraction thereof. 


SECOND CLASS—Newspapers, Periodicals, conforming to certain regulations, 
when mailed by the publisher or news agent, | cent per pound. When mailed by 
others than the publisher or news agent, I cent for each four ounces or fraction thereof. 


THIRD CLASS—Printed matter, not sealed, wrapped to permit inspection, | cent 
each two ounces or fraction thereof. Limit of weight four pounds, except single books, 
which may weigh in excess of four pounds. 


Third class matter includes books, circulars, photographs, catalogues, sheet music, 
posters, advertising matter, proof-sheets, corrected proof-sheets and manuscript copy 
accompanying same. 


FOURTH CLASS—Merchandise and matter not included in the foregoing classes, 
not sealed, and wrapped to permit inspection, I cent each ounce or fraction thereof. 
Limit of weight four pounds. 


Upon matter of the third class or upon the envelope or wrapper enclosing same, 
the sender may write his own name, residence or business address, preceded by the 
word, “From,” or may place upon or in the book or photograph, a simple dedication or 
inscription. 
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GESPOSTAGE RATES 


SPECIAL DELIVERY—Immediate delivery of any piece of mail matter by special 
messenger, in all cities and towns having a free delivery service, is effected (within 
certain hours and distances) by the affixing of a special delivery stamp, price 10 cents, 
or writing on the envelope or wrapper the words “Special Delivery” and affixing stamps 
to the value of 10 cents, in addition to the regular postage required. 

REGISTRATION of any letter or package (for domestic or foreign mails) costs 8 
cents in addition to the regular postage. 

First class matter is forwarded or returned to the sender without extra charge, but 
matter of the other classes requires additional postage for each change of address. 

UNMAILABLE—Poisons, explosives, inflammables, live animals (except bees), sub- 
stances that are ill smelling or liable to injure postal employees, immoral matter and all 
matter not complying with above regulations as to weight, prepayment, etc., or insufficiently 
addressed.
